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INTRODUCTION 


This  publication  contains  brief  summaries  of  legislation  affecting 
local  government,  enacted  during  the  160th  regular  session  of  the  General 
Assembly.  A  total  of  126  Acts  and  4  Constitutional  amendments  are 
reported  as  being  of  sufficient  interest  to  Pennsylvania’s  communities. 

ACTS  AFFECTING  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT,  1976,  is  divided  into  ten  major 
topics.  Within  each  major  topic  area,  Acts  are  grouped  by  sub-topics 
representing  more  specific  aspects  of  the  major  topic.  The  units  of 
local  government  which  each  Act  affects  generally  are  included  in  its 
title.  If  an  Act  does  not  specifically  affect  any  particular  unit  of 
local  government  but  is  of  general  interest,  it  has  been  assigned  a 
heading  which  reflects  its  contents. 

As  a  matter  of  convenience,  the  date  of  approval  by  the  Governor 
and  the  effective  date  of  each  Act  are  included  within  the  basic 
information  presented  about  each  Act.  The  effective  date  listed  is 
based  upon  the  Department's  interpretation  of  the  Statutory  Construction 
Act  of  1972,  P.L.  1339,  No.  290,  Title  I,  Part  V,  Chapter  17  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Consolidated  Statutes  (46  P ,S .  1704-4). 

The  citations  (P.S.)  appearing  after  the  synopses  of  Acts  in  this 
publication  are  to  Purdon’s  Pennsylvania  Statutes  Annotated,  published 
and  copyrighted  by  the  West  Publishing  Company,  St.  Paul  Minnesota. 

The  citations  are  included  in  ACTS  AFFECTING  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT,  1976, 
primarily  to  save  time  for  local  government  officials  and  others  who 
have  access  to  Purdon's  Statutes  and  who  wish  to  read  the  texts  of 
particular  Acts. 

It  should  be  noted  that  summaries  are  necessarily  brief,  and  that 
these  and  the  other  information  contained  in  this  volume  do  not  represent 
legal  opinion. 

Three  indexes  appear  at  the  end  of  this  volume:  an  index  by  Act 
number,  an  index  by  unit  of  local  government  and  a  comprehensive  subject 
index.

political  subdivisions,  with  the  approval  of  the  court 
of  common  pleas,  upon  good  cause  shown,  to  increase  the 
tax  rate  prescribed  in  these  provisions.

Act  24  repeals  Section  22  of  the  Act  relating  to  Allegheny 
County,  1861  P.L.  450,  No.  424;  Act  25  adds  Section  1975  to 
the  Second  Class  County  Code,  1953  P.L.  724,  No.  230. 
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Act  24  repeals  the  section  of  law  which  provided  for 
a  five  per  cent  discount  for  payment  of  Allegheny  County 
real  estate  taxes  within  a  specified  discount  period.  Act 
25  authorizes  the  county  commissioners  to  grant  a  discount 
to  all  taxpayers  making  payment  of  the  whole  amount  of 
county  taxes  within  a  discount  period;  authorizes  the  county 
commissioners  to  establish  the  discount  period  and  to  fix 
the  rate  of  discount  and  establishes  a  minimum  discount 
rate  of  two  per  cent;  repeals  inconsistent  legislation.

actual  cost  of  storing  the  ordinance;  require  that,  in  the 
event  substantial  amendments  are  made  in  the  proposed 
ordinance  or  resolution,  before  voting  upon  enactment,  the 
governing  body  within  ten  days  readvertise  in  one  newspaper 
of  general  circulation  a  brief  summary  setting  forth  all 
the  provisions  in  reasonable  detail  together  with  a  summary 
of  the  amendments;  Acts  39,  92,  127  and  128  (boroughs,  first 
class  townships,  towns  and  counties)  require  that  proposed 
ordinances  or  resolutions  be  published  not  more  than  sixty 
nor  less  than  seven  days  prior  to  passage  (presently  required 
under  the  Second  Class  Township  Code) ;  Act  92  (First  Class 
Township  Code)  removes  the  provision  which  provided  for 
ordinances  to  become  effective  ten  days  after  publication  and 
Act  128  (County  Code)  provides  for  ordinances  to  become 
effective  when  recorded  in  the  ordinance  book  of  the  county, 
rather  than  ten  days  after  publication.

Amends  the  Title  and  Sections  1,  3  and  4  of  the  Act  creating 
a  county  records  committee,  1963  P.L.  839,  No.  407,  amended

Includes  second  class  counties  under  the  Act;  increases 
the  membership  of  the  committee  to  include  a  jury  commissioner 
and  a  coroner;  requires  the  committee  to  select  one  of  its

limited  to  50  per  cent  of  the  cost  to  a  maximum  of 
$15,000  to  any  one  volunteer  company;  requires  the 
applicant  to  have  20  per  cent  of  the  cost  available 
in  unobligated  funds.

mobilehome  park;  establishes  the  procedure  for  eviction  of 
mobilehome  residents,  prohibiting  eviction  by  any  self- 
help  measure  and  requiring  notification  to  the  mobilehome 
park  resident  prior  to  commencement  of  any  eviction  proceeding 
prohibits  eviction  when  there  is  proof  that  the  rules  the 
resident  is  accused  of  violating  are  not  enforced  with 
respect  to  the  other  mobilehome  residents  or  nonresidents 
on  the  park  permises;  authorizes  the  owner  or  operator 
of  a  mobilehome  park  to  establish  reasonable  rules  related 
to  the  health  or  safety  of  park  residents  or  the  upkeep 
of  the  park;  requires  that  the  rules  be  included  in  any 
written  lease,  provided  to  any  resident  with  an  oral 
rental  agreement,  delivered  to  existing  residents  and 
conspicuously  posted  in  the  mobilehome  park;  requires 
that  a  copy  of  the  Act  be  conspicuously  posted  in  the 
park  and  provides  a  notice  to  be  reproduced  and  given 
to  each  resident  upon  entering  into  a  lease  setting  forth 
the  rules  governing  the  terms  of  a  lease  or  occupancy 
agreement  and  advising  that  a  resident  whose  rights  are 
violated  may  contact  the  State  Bureau  of  Consumer  Protection 
or  the  local  district  attorney;  prohibits  a  park  owner 
from  restricting  the  right  of  a  resident  to  purchase 
goods  or  services  from  a  seller  of  the  resident's  choice; 
authorizes  the  park  owner  or  operator  to  designate  the  type 
of  material  or  manner  of  installation,  but  not  to  require  a 
designated  supplier,  for  underskirting,  tie-down  equipment, 
or  other  additions  or  alterations  to  the  exterior  of  the 
mobilehome;  requires  written  disclosure  of  all  rent, 
fees,  service  charges  and  assessments,  requires 
thirty  days'  notice  of  increases  in  charges  and  prohibits 
rent  increases  during  the  term  of  the  lease;  authorizes  a 
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resident  to  make  any  interior  improvements  which  are  in 
compliance  with  applicable  building  codes  and  other  laws 
and  prohibits  the  owner  from  restricting  the  installation 
or  service  of  an  electric  or  gas  appliance  or  from  charging 
any  installation  fee  other  than  the  actual  cost  of  the 
installation;  prohibits  the  charging  of  entrance  and  exit 
fees,  prohibits  installation  or  removal  fees  exceeding  the 
actual  cost  to  the  park  owner  or  operator  and  requires 
refund  of  such  fees  under  certain  circumstances;  authorizes 
security  deposits  in  accordance  with  the  Landlord  and  Tenant 
Act  of  1951;  prohibits  fees  for  occasional  overnight  visitors; 
invalidates  any  rule  or  condition  of  a  lease  preventing  the 
sale  of  a  mobilehome  belonging  to  a  resident;  authorizes  the 
park  owner  or  operator  to  reserve  the  right  to  approve  the 
purchaser  as  a  resident,  but  prohibits  unreasonable  withholding 
of  such  approval;  invalidates  any  claim  for  a  fee  in  connection 
with  the  sale  of  a  mobilehome  unless  the  claimant  acted  as  a 
bona  fide  licenses  mobilehome  sales  agent  for  the  owner  under 
a  separate  written  agreement;  prohibits  waiver  of  the  rights 
and  duties  of  mobilehome  park  owners  or  operators  and 
mobilehome  residents;  provides  for  enforcement  of  the 
Mobilehome  Park  Rights  Act  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  or  the  district  attorney  of  the 
county  in  which  the  mobilehome  park  is  located  and  authorizes 
a  mobilehome  park  owner,  operator  or  resident  aggrieved  by 
a  violation  of  their  rights  under  the  Act  to  bring  a  private 
cause  of  action;  prohibits  retaliatory  evictions.
